| SAINFOIN AND ESPERSETTE. | 


An Assertion That They are the 
Same Plant. 

Dan DeQuille has the following | 
in a recent letter to the Salt Lake 
Tribune: The diseussion of the 
good qualities of sainfoia und es- 
persette and their adaptability to 
the climate and soil of the Great 
Basin region stil! continues. The 
Ila ho Avalanche asserts that it has 
discovered that the two names be- 
long to the same plant. S infoin 
has long been knowu and culti- 
vated in England, where it thrives 
best on chalky lands. It is also 
an old and well-known folder plant 
in France and other European 
countries. 

Of sainfoin mention is made by 
Webster, who says the nam» is de- 
rived from the French “sain, „* 
wholesome, and ſfoin,“ hy; ar 
from “saint,” sacred, and ‘‘foin,’’ 
hay. Thus we may without much 


license call it holy hay.“ Web- 
ster make: no mention of “esper- 
sette which may be a new nume 
for an old plant. 
(published In an agricultural hand- 
bock, published as far back as six 
years: ag) I find espersette men- 
tioned with other fodder plants of 
which the food value ts given, 
though no mention of sainfvin is 
made. it ranks there about the 


sume as red clover and alfalfa. 


When we get our agricultural 
experiment station fairly under 
way at Reno, we shall probabiy 
find out about the fodder platits of 
the civilized world. It would only 
be decent for the other stations to 
exchange ideas and disc veries 
with our Reno savants. It seems 
that already every kingdom lu 
Europe has one or more of these 
agticultural experiment stations 
except Portugal and Turkey, It is 
no louger ago than 1852 that the 
first such station was established. 
It was at Muckern, near Leipsic, in 
Saxony. 

Connécticut established the first 
agricuitural experiment statiou in 
America. In 1875 the Legislature 
ay propriated $700 quarterly for two 
years to Wesleyan University, 
Middletown, to be used in carrying 
on the appropriate work of an ex- 
perimental station. The work was 
conducted very successfully by Pro- 
fessor W. O. Atwater and his asso- 
ciliates for two years, and the results 
are emhodied in two reports, bound 
with the reports of the Connecticut 
B ard of Agriculture for 1876 and 
1878. The appropriation being lim- 
ited to two years, the operations of 
the. station ceased July Ist, 1877. 
However the General Assembly in 
the meantime provided for the con- 
tinuance of the experimental work, 
which has been shown to be highly 
useful, by incorporatin : the Con- 
necticut Agricuitarai Experiment 
Station, which was located at Nou 
Haven. This station not only pub- 


lixhes annual reports but also issues, 


very frequent bulletins containing 
sach information as itis thought 
should be promptly in the bands of 
farmers. Such bu'letins are sent to 
allthe newspapers in the state for 
publication, and thus whatever is 
important is at once generally 
Kk own. Had our Reno savante 
been in working order they would 
long ago have issued. an “‘esperette 
and salufoin““ bulletin.
